Shares of Sovereign Bancorp fell more 
than 8 percent Tuesday, the day after it 
announced plans to acquire Brooklyn- 
based Independence Community Bank Corp. 
for $3.6 billion in cash. 

Investors feared the Brooklyn bank might be 
too big for Sovereign to absorb. One analyst 
termed Independence “a has-been.” 

On Monday, Spain’s Grupo Santander agreed 
to pay $2.4 billion in cash, or $27 a share, for a 
19.8 percent stake in Sovereign Bancorp, the 
parent of Sovereign Bank. 

With that infusion of capital, Sovereign will 


then acquire Independence Community Bank 
Corp. for $42 a share in cash. 

The deal will allow Santander, the ninth- 
largest bank in the world, to re-enter the lucra- 
tive U.S. banking market, which it had left 
about a decade ago. By buying Independence, 
Philadelphia-based Sovereign gains entry into 
the New York metro market. 

[The Sovereign deal is “a great outcome for 
everyone at Independence,” Independence CEO 
Alan Fishman told The Brooklyn Papers Tues- 
day evening, at the Brooklyn Academy of Mu- 
sic’s Next Wave gala in Manhattan. 

[The Independence Community Foundation, 
which supports a number of Brooklyn organiza- 
tions, “will be stronger, will be able to do more,”

Park Slope Food 
Coop to run on 
wind power

More power to them — wind 
power that is. 

The Park Slope Food Coop says 
its operations will be 100 percent 
wind-powered for the next five 
years. The Coop switched from fos- 
sil fuels after its board voted 66 to 0 
in favor of the more expensive but 
environmentally friendly electricity. 

“We’re proud to lead this com- 
munity in an effort to build more 
support for a clean energy future in 
New York and in the region,” said 
Joe Holtz, general coordinator of 
the store, on Union Street between 
Sixth and Seventh avenues. “The 
environmental ethic of the Coop 
and individuals here almost re- 
quired us to make this move.” 

The purchase of 920,000-kilo- 
watt hours (kWh) of wind energy 
from New York and Pennsylvania 
wind farms was made through a 
five-year contract with Community 
Energy, a marketer and developer 
of wind-generated electricity. 


While it will set the Coop back an 
additional $15,700 a year — rais- 
ing its electric bill by 10 percent — 
it won’t require a windmill atop the 

In fact, the Coop will still be 
purchasing electric from the same 
pool as your average household — 
they’ll just demand a greater 
amount of wind power be added to 
the pool. 

Community Energy’s Web site 
(www.newwindenergy.com) ex- 
plains the process as such: If the 
electric grid is a bathtub filled with 
electricity flowing from three faucets 
— “nuclear,” “fossil fuel” and 
“wind” — then every time someone 
buys wind-generated electric, more 
power being poured into the tub 
comes from the “wind” spigot 

“The amount of wind energy 
one pays to add to the grid equals 
the amount of conventional energy 
removed from it,” explained 
Sharone David, a member of the 
Coop’s environmental committee. 

That’s something the Coop holds 
at a premium. 

“We are willing to pay extra for 
our electricity to have less negative 
impact on the environment,” Holtz 
told The Brooklyn Papers, pointing 
out that the Coop has a history of 
going out of its way to lessen envi- 


ronmental pollution. An example: 
the store has been using a more ex- 
pensive ammonia-based air condi- 
tioning system since 1991, so as to 
not emit byproducts that might 
damage the ozone layer.

Fishman said. The foundation “is vitally impor- 
tant to Brooklyn,” he said.] 

Scott Keller, president ofDealAnalytics.com, 
a New York mergers and acquisition research 
firm, said Sovereign is using the Santander cash 
to buy an “asset of questionable quality.” 

He said Independence’s operating margins 
are shrinking and its branches largely are in a 
market that’s already saturated with banks. 

“New York is such an over-banked market,” 
he said. “Why does Sovereign need to buy a 
has-been?” 

Collyn Bement Gilbert, an analyst at Ryan 
Beck & Co., downgraded Sovereign to “market 
perform” from “outperform.” She also lowered 
her 12-month price target to $25 from $27. 

“They have decided to take this infusion of 
capital and make this very large acquisition, far 
larger than what they’ve done historically and 
out of the path of what they normally acquire,” 
she said. “This transaction is a clear diversion 
from what they’ve historically set.” 

Sovereign shares fell $1.99 to close Tuesday 
at $21.38 on heavy volume on the New York 
Stock Exchange. Its 52-week range is $20.05 to 
$24.79. Independence shares were up 23 percent 
to $39.90 on high volume on the Nasdaq. 

Sovereign is facing a challenge from Relational 
Investors LLC, a San Diego-based asset manage- 
ment firm. Relational wants to nominate two of its 
principals to the thrift’s board of directors. It has 
criticized Sovereign for what it sees as a lagging 
share price and directors’ conflicts of interest. 

Joseph Fenech, an analyst at Sandler O’Neill 
in New York, said he’s concerned that Sover- 
eign is “side-stepping approval of their share- 
holders” by the way the deals are structured. 

Since Santander’s purchase of the stake in 
Sovereign is less than 20 percent, and the deal 
for Independence is all cash, Sovereign can by- 
pass shareholder approval, he said. 

“The path is now more difficult for the activist 
investor,” Fenech said.

Ratner execs huddle 
with heads of CB2

A private meeting between Forest 
City Ratner executives and the exec- 
utive committee of Community Board 
2 has left some who were excluded 
up in arms. 

Two days after skipping the first pub- 
tic hearing on the environmental impact 
of the proposed Atlantic Yards mega-de- 
velopment, the executive committee met 
privately with Forest City Ratner Execu- 
tive Vice President James Stuckey and 
other top company brass. 

The executive committee consists of 
the board’s chairwoman, Shirley Mc- 
Rae, and officers and chairpersons of 
board committees. 


The meeting, described by Forest City 
spokesman Joe DePlasco as an inform^ 
project update and question and answer 
session, was not pubhcly announced and 
was not open to the public. 

Its privacy provoked criticism from 
excluded CB2 board members and resi- 
dents who say the first meeting between 
the company and the board in nearly a 
year should not have happened behind 
closed doors. 

“As a rule, the [community] board is 
a public body. You represent your com- 
munity,” said former CB2 member Irene 
Van Slyke. “A private meeting in this 
circumstance is almost illegal. It’s highly 
inappropriate.” 

Furthermore, ask the excluded, where 
was the executive committee when the 


pubhc was speaking, at the environmen- 
tal scoping hearing on Oct. 18? 

That four-hour state-mandated event 
attracted nearly 800 people — but no of- 
ficial representatives of CB2 spoke. 

“When I left the hearing I was really 
wondering where the board was,” said 
Sandy Balboza, President of the Atlantic 
Avenue Betterment Association and a 
member of CB2. “It makes you ask what 
their priorities are.” 

The invitation to meet with Forest City 
officials at their Metrotech headquarters 
arrived to the CB2 district office at 4:15 
on Tuesday, 45 minutes before the start of 
the first of two pubhc hearings on the pro- 
ject’s environmental impact, according to 
CB2 District Manager Robert Perris.

An off-duty cop and a 
movie-going witness chas- 
ed down two thugs who 
allegedly robbed a car ser- 
vice driver on Oct. 21, ac- 
cording to police.

Police arrested a trio of 
thugs who allegedly robbed 
a man on Oct. 21 by threat- 
ening him with a chisel.

The stock market’s lack of 
confidence in the deal comes 
amid a pep talk by Sovereign 
CEO Jay Sidhu during a con- 
ference call with analysts. 

Sidhu called Sovereign’s pur- 
chase of Independence a “very 
low-risk” deal, given the simi- 
larity of operations and culture. 

“We’re not getting into new 
businesses that we don’t under- 
stand,” said Sidhu, who is friends 
with Independence CEO Alan 
Fishman. 

Sidhu said he approached 
Santander with a proposal to in- 
vest in Sovereign. Serious dis- 
cussions began in the spring, 
starting with a meeting in the 
wine cellar of a Manhattan res- 
taurant, he said. 

Sidhu said the deal with deep- 
pocketed Santander, with its $881 
billion in assets, will improve 
Sovereign’s credit ratings since 
the Spanish bank will “guarantee 
the capital” of Sovereign. 

Sidhu said Sovereign’s goal 
in the deals was not primarily to 
increase its size. 

“We didn’t do this deal to 
become ‘X’ largest bank,” he 
said. After integrating with In- 
dependence, "we’re still the 18th 
largest and that’s fine with us.” 

Sidhu built Sovereign into a 
northeastern banking powerhouse 
through a succession of acquisi- 
tions during the past six years. 

Sovereign currently has 
more than 650 branches from 
New Hampshire to Maryland, 
but few in the New York area, 
and about 10,000 employees. 
Sovereign Bancorp has assets 
of $63 billion compared with 
Independence Community Bank’s 
$18.5 billion. 

Independence has about 120 
branches in New York and New 


Jersey, and operates SI Bank & 
Trust after last year’s acquisi- 
tion of Staten Island Bancorp. 
Independence has often been 
rumored as a prime takeover 
candidate for banks interested 
in making a strong entrance 
into the New York City market, 
an area already dominated by 
financial giants such as Citi- 
group and JPMorgan Chase. 

“We believe investors want 
Sovereign to work on improv- 
ing fundamental performance 
without undertaking transaction 
risk and taking the eye off the 
ball on the core operations of 
the business,” Bank of America 
Securities analyst Kenneth Us- 
din said in a report. 

Sidhu said the deal lets Sov- 
ereign partner with a global 
banking giant, but that the 
agreement precludes any poten- 
tial of a hostile takeover. 

“We have taken away their 
ability to do a hostile deal,” 
Sidhu said. ‘They are restricted 
in making an offer for the rest 
of Sovereign.”

Two local parks 
get rehab cash

Two Brooklyn neighborh- 
oods are about to get a little 
greener. 

In Fort Greene’s South Ox- 
ford Park, on Atlantic Avenue 
and South Oxford Street, the 
Parks Department on Oct. 18 
broke ground on a $2.26 mil- 
lion injection of synthetic turf, 
fences, benches, a new play- 
ground and a cattail-themed 
spray shower. 

Additionally, a derelict build- 
ing that once housed the South 
Oxford Tennis Club will be de- 
molished to make way for a 
new tennis club and gardens. 

The make-over will be 
funded with $1.7 million 
arranged by Councilwoman 
Letitia James, $400,000 in 
discretionary funds from Bor- 
ough President Markowitz 
and $150,000 by Mayor 
Bloomberg. 

It took James a year-and-a- 
half of brokering to gather the 
funds needed to fix the park, 
she said. 

“It’s a public park and I 
look forward to having the 
Parks Department maintain 
it,” said James. 

Prospect Heights 
park fixed, too 

In Prospect Heights, a bas- 
ketball court and playground 
on Dean Street between Sixth 
and Carlton avenues has also 
won a makeover. 

But in the case of the Dean 
Street Playground in Prospect 
Heights, the cash came out of 
a deal between a private de- 
veloper, the Board of Stan- 
dards and Appeals and a coali- 
tion of community groups. 

At a May 10, 2005, hearing, 
developer Leviev Boymel- 
green applied for a variance 
that would allow him to priva- 
tize a 600-square-foot swath of 
green that had been designated 
as “community space” by the 
city in 2001 — but had never 
been opened to the public. 

In exchange for special per- 
mission to retain the lawn and 
subdivide it into backyards for 
new condos on the first floor of 
his Newswalk building, Boy-

melgreen offered $500,000 to 
renovate the Dean Street play- 
ground, adjacent to the condos. 

“Here was a guy who was 
trying to get something over 
on people, but because people 
were paying attention and or- 
ganizing, we made sure that 
the proper group was alerted,” 
said Paul Sheridan an organiz- 
er with Friends of Dean Street 
Playground. 

In mid-October, the Parks 
Department received $1.4 mil- 
lion from Boymelgreen. 

“It’s a win-win,” said Dana 
Rubinstein, a spokesperson 
for the Parks Department. 
“The park got a good deal and 


everyone is happy. ” 

The cash will go towards 
resurfacing the basketball court, 
putting in benches and laying 
new turf around the playground. 

“Boymelgreen handed over 
the money and they are out [of 
the picture],” said Sheridan. “I 
think they did the right thing.” 

“Between the condos and 
the park will be an open fence 
not a wall,” said Robert Puca, 
the president of Newswalk’s 
condo board. 

“Everyone got involved, 
the Parks department, com- 
munity groups, the Communi- 
ty Board, the elected officials, 
and the process worked.”

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Modine publishes his diary & photos from ‘Full Metal Jacket’ set

for T he Brooklyn Papers . . 

M atthew Modine was a 24-year-old ac- 
tor when cast as Private Joker in 
Stanley Kubrick’s 1987 Vietnam epic 
“Full Metal Jacket.” 

Now, 20 years after filming, Modine returns 
to the years he spent with Kubrick and his fel- 
low actors in England in his new book, ‘Tull 
Metal Jacket Diary.” 

And on Nov. 1, he’ll travel to Fort Greene to 
introduce a BAMCinematek screening of ‘Tull 
Metal Jacket.” 

In an exclusive interview with GO Brook- 
lyn, the actor talked about the decision to pub- 
lish — at this time — his volume about making 
the film which includes his observations as well 
as the gritty photographs he took on the set. 

“There was no plan: it just seemed right,” the 
Utah native said. ‘Terhaps the situation our 
country finds itself in is like a war we had in 
our recent past: it’s futile, it’s unclear what our 
situation is, and a presidential leader seems to 
be floundering. All these similarities seem a 
kind of serendipity.” 

‘Tull Metal Jacket,” like most Kubrick films, 
was largely misunderstood upon its release, 
mere months after Oliver Stone’s Oscar-win- 
ning “Platoon.” Kubrick’s vision of Vietnam 
was criticized for being the anti-“Platoon”: de- 
tached, analytical and unsentimental. In other 
words, it’s a Kubrick film. 

Based on Gustav Hasford’s novel “The 
Short-Timers,” Kubrick’s “Full Metal Jacket” 
follows several Marine recruits from boot camp 
to fighting in the Vietnamese city of Hue. Mo- 
dule’s Private Joker is the main character, a re- 
porter for the periodical “Stars and Stripes” 
who makes sardonic observations on the insan- 
ity of the war around him. 

As Modine makes clear, ‘Tull Metal Jacket” 
may have been set in Vietnam, but it’s hardly 
exclusively about the experience of that specific 
war. In response to critics who guffawed that 
Kubrick’s British locations were no substitute 
for the jungles of Southeast Asia so familiar to 
viewers of “Platoon” and “Apocalypse Now,” 
Modine sets things straight. 

“It didn’t make a difference [that the movie 
was shot outside London],” he says, sounding

exasperated after all these years. “It wasn’t 
about the jungle. War is not about location, and 
‘Full Metal Jacket’ is not necessarily about 
Vietnam. 

“We’re taught all our 
fives to respect fife — 

‘thou shalt not kill’ — then 
we take our young people 
to deprogram them and 
wash that stuff out. [In the 
movie] nobody cheers or 
feels any joy when [drill in- 
structor] Sgt. Hartman is 
killed — they feel a sense of 
loss,” he continues. 

Knowing that Kubrick’s fans 
are ravenous for any new infor- 
mation about their favorite film- 
maker — whose classics include “Dr. 
Strangelove,” “2001,” “A Clockwork Orange” 
and “The Shining” — Modine confronts the 
question trailing him for the past two decades. 

“The first question in my foreword to the 
book is: ‘What was Stanley Kubrick like?’” he 
admits. ‘Everyone still asks me that. But the di- 
ary, rather than being my reflections of working 
with him today and my telling you what he was 
like, instead is a young actor’s thoughts, feel- 
ings, observations and misunderstandings while 
working with him. It’s better than a reflection: 
it’s a day-to-day account.” 

Modine explains his decision to let his first- 
hand impressions guide the diary, rather than 
buttress them with the benefit of hindsight. 


“When you live some- 
thing, then get further 
away from it, your per- 
ception and memory 
changes,” he says. “Generally, 
the bad things are forgiven and forgotten. How- 
ever, the original perception is raw and honest.” 
Modine also attempts to come to terms with 
his impressions of Kubrick. 

‘To explain something as vague and indefin- 
able as artistry — ‘what is an artist?’ — is diffi- 
cult,” he admits. “Stanley Kubrick was in every 
sense an absolute artist. 

“I was a student of Stella Adler, coming in 
with all the baggage of drama school, and I’d 
already worked with fantastic, brilliant directors 
like Alan Parker [‘Birdy’] and Robert Altman 
[‘Streamers’], so I did have some chops,” he 
continues. "But Stanley Kubrick is Stanley 
Kubrick: I don’t think that what he was able to 
create will ever be created again, because Hol- 
lywood has changed so much. What he created 


with ‘2001’ was far ahead of what’s done today 
with computers. If he was here today, he’d ac- 
tually be taking that technology to places no 
one ever imagined. He was not just a brilliant 
man, but he was also an innovator.” 

Modine was surprised by his diary’s still-rel- 
evant observations. 

“Before I transcribed it recently [from my 
longhand], I thought it was just a reminiscence 
of a film set,” he explains. “I never thought it 
would be as interesting as it is. 

‘It’s the portrait of an actor as a young man, 
someone going through a heart of darkness,” he 
continues, referencing the Joseph Conrad book. 
T was like Gilfigan, but I was lost on an island 
called England. First it was three months, then 
six months, and then it became two whole 
years out of my fife. It was a real interesting 
journey.” 

Modine demurs from discussing the film, 
and his diary, further. He says, “The best thing 
to do is to take that journey.”

Family affair 

The repertoire for cello and piano is a healthy 


As the duo of cellist Marie-Elizabeth Hecker 
and pianist Martin Hecker will show during their 
imaginatively-programmed recital at Bargemusic 
Oct. 29 and 30, the works for these two instru- 
ments can span the spectrum from relatively quiet 
and mournful to the exuberant and playful. 

Opening the performance is one of the most 
beautiful miniatures ever written by that French 
composer of grace and refinement, Gabriel Faure. 
In his “Elegie,” the cello’s yearning quality is 
brought out with studied elegance, along with the 
piano’s somber underpinnings. 

Following the Faure work, Marie-Elizabeth 
takes a crack at one of the greatest solo cello 
sonatas, Paul Hindemith’s Opus 25. 

The difficulty with writing solo music for cello 
is twofold: first, the instrument’s low register 
makes it daunting to compose music for it of suffi- 
cient variety; and second, J.S. Bach composed six 
masterpieces three centuries ago. But Hindemith 
pulls it off with youthful bravado and adventurous- 

After intermission, the brother-sister team return 
for a pair of staples of the cello-piano repertory: 
Beethoven’s fourth sonata and Prokofiev’s first 
sonata. 

All in all, this should be one of Bargemusic’s 
most musically satisfying offerings this season.

Billie Holiday Theatre celebrates $900G 
gift and 2005-2006 line-up of new plays

L egendary theater-film actress Ruby 
Dee was at The Bedford Stuy- 
vesant Restoration Corporation’s 
Billie Holiday Theatre on Wednesday to 
celebrate the organization’s acceptance 
of an unprecedented $900,000 commit- 
ment from Brooklyn Borough President 
Marty Markowitz’s capital budget funds. 

The money will be used for theater 
renovations that include an upgrade in 
lighting and sound systems, which will 
allow the theater to stage a broader 
range of theater and dance as well as J 
more performances in a given season, “ 
according to the theater’s executive di- £ 
rector, Marjorie Moon. | 

‘We’re going to make the magic hap- 4 
pen in fantastic ways,” Moon said, ex- 3 
plaining that the theater is considerably I 
behind the times in special effects capa- | 
bilities and technological efficiency. The 
theater, which is now in its 34th season, 
has never been renovated. 

The Billie Holiday Theatre, which has 
produced or presented more than 175 
productions over the years, stages mostly 
new work by young African-American 
and Caribbean-American writers, giving 
exposure to aspiring minority actors, di- 
rectors and designers. 

“It’s a getting-started place,” Dee 
said at the event. Dee, who has been a 
Billie Holiday Theatre board member 
since its founding, said it is theaters like 
this that help “us to define and find our- 
selves in the arts.” Dee lamented that 
public money, such as Markowitz’s al- 
location, is made available to minority 
venues so infrequently. 

On behalf of the theater, actor Peggy 
Alston presented Dee with an honorary 
seat plaque in appreciation of “her bril- 
liance and profound commitment to the 
black theater and the arts.” Dee compared 
the mission and accomplishments of the 
Billie Holiday Theatre to that of the the- 
ater where she got her start, Harlem’s 
American Negro Theater, which she 
called “a small but steady light.” 

“The [Billie Holiday] theatre is a 
springboard,” said actor-playwright 
Joyce Sylvester, who wrote a tribute 
poem for Dee and presented it at the 
event. “It got me to Broadway.”

has been tread on by the likes of Samuel 
L. Jackson, who made his New York 
theater debut there in 1978; Tichina 
Arnold, who now plays Chris Rock’s 
mother on UPN’s “Everybody Hates 
Chris”; and Debbie Allen, who has act- 
ed in nearly 30 films and television 
shows since the late 1970s. 

The intimate theater has a capacity of 
200, attracting about 30,000 patrons 
each year, and more than 900,000 over 
the course of its 33 years. The seats are 
arranged in steeply-stacked rows to of- 
fer a close look at the stage, which is 
high and deep enough to allow for mod- 
est sets. Although the theater’s lobby re- 
mains appearing with its skylights, 
courtyard, chandeliers and original 
sculptures and paintings, the theater it- 
self suffers from three decades of use. 
The chairs’ upholstery is tattered; the 


carpet is worn and stained; the aisles 
lack functioning floor rights; and the 
wallpaper is faded, dirty and peering. 

“We deserve better support for the 
cultural institutions of Brooklyn — es- 
pecially in central Brooklyn,” Colvin 
Grannum, president of the Bedford- 
Stuyvesant Restoration Corporation, 
said. Grannum said the Billie Holiday 
Theatre is an important forum for the 
Brooklyn community, and “an impor- 
tant place for expression and growth.” 

“You deserve it,” Markowitz said of 
the renovation to the approximately 100 
people who attended the event. He 
called the Billie Holiday Theatre “a true 
Brooklyn landmark” and was pleased to 
make possible “the renovation that will 
give this theater all the splendor of the 
singer it’s named for.” Grannum pre- 
sented Markowitz with an honorary 
plaque. 

The Billie Holiday Theatre’s 2005- 
2006 season begins on Nov. 4 with 
“Otis and Zora,” a drama about a guilt- 
ridden couple grieving the loss of their 
child. The play runs through Dec. 18. 
The season continues with “Storm Sto- 
ries: A Multimedia Dramatic Event,” a 
series of personal accounts of Hurricane 
Katrina’s aftermath and “Love and Mar- 
riage and New York City,” a comedy 
about two Jamaican-born couples who 
marry each other to acquire green cards.

More improvements 

The $900,000 allotment from the bor- 
ough president is the first phase of a two- 
phase renovation plan for the theater, ac- 
cording to Tracey Capers, senior vice 
president of the Bedford Stuyvesant 
Restoration Corporation. In addition to 
the technological upgrades, the theater 
renovation’s first phase, which will begin 
in the summer of 2006, includes new 
seats, carpeting, aisle lights, wallpaper 
and chandeliers. 

In the second phase, which Capers 
said is tentatively slated to begin some- 
time in 2007, the corporation plans to 
expand the wing and fly spaces of the 
theater’s stage, further diversifying the 
theater’s staging capabilities. The corpo- 
ration also plans to increase the theater’s 
seating capacity by about 50. 

Although the exact details and cost of 
the second phase are still in development, 
Capers said it is likely to cost another $1 
million. That money will come from the 
corporation’s budget and potentially from 
additional fundraising. 

The corporation’s Restoration Plaza, of 
which the Billie Holiday Theatre is a part, 
occupies over 300,000 square feet and, in 
addition to the theater, houses an art 
gallery and a youth academy of the arts. 
The corporation anticipates renovations 
for the entire plaza, made possible by $12 
million committed by the City Council 
and the Department of Small Business 
Services that will be disbursed over the 
next three or four years. 

“We want Restoration Plaza to be a 
first-class destination for art, culture and 
commerce,” Capers said. “We want peo- 
ple of Brooklyn to see this as their place.” 
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Marco Polo will host acclaimed Chef Giovanni Sias, who will delight us 
with an authentic menu featuring specialties from his native home Sardinia.

Get to Know the 
BCAT Producers on 
Producer Profile

JlTT'veryone has a story to tell, and every story is 
. 1 — /interesting," says Franz Butler. Though he's speaking 
of the guests that appear on Producer Profile, his weekly ^ ranz Butler, producer of 
show on Brooklyn Community Access Television (BCAT) - the wee]d y Producer Profile 
he could just as easily be speaking about himself. 



A life-long resident of Crown 
Heights, Butler is a retired New 
York City cop who spent 20 years 
in the 79th Precinct in Bedford- 
Stuyvesant — six of those as a 
community police coordinator 
and five as school officer who 
worked at Old Boys School on 
Marcy Avenue, a special school for 
troubled children. 

He’s been involved at BCAT for 
nearly a decade, first working 
cameras and mixing sound before 
starting his own show profiling 
the producers of BCAT shows. 
The show, which has been run- 
ning since 1999, is a great intro- 
duction to BCAT because it gives 
viewers the opportunity to learn 
about the personalities behind the 
programs. 

And what a diverse range of per- 
sonalities that is! 

His guests are seldom well 
known celebrities or big names, 
but he says, "Sometimes the aver- 
age person has more to talk 
about." A recent show, for exam- 
ple, featured Jo Jo Allrich, a 
Haitian nurse, whose Caribbean 
Showcase offers segments on nurs- 
ing, business and other subjects 
focusing on the Caribbean 
community in Brooklyn. Allrich 
spoke with verve about her show, 


with a few comments in Creole, 
the language much of her audi- 
ence speaks, which alternates with 
English on her BCAT show. 

Butler says he especially enjoyed 
the shows featuring Powell Burns 
( The Hambone Show) and Michael 
Pettersson ( Welcome Aboard), 
whose comedy and variety shows 
are especially intriguing. Another 
favorite show featured Lottie 
Shannon, producer of Keepin it 
Real, a Christian variety program. 

These days, not all the guests on 
Producer Profile are BCAT pro- 
ducers. "We've expanded the 
idea," Butler says, noting that one 
guest, Marlene Taylor, was a dis- 
tinguished business executive who 
started her own direct marketing 
firm and the author of two popu- 
lar novels (A Silver Tongue and 
Life is What You Make it, Darlin ). 
"I like to have guests in the arts - 
anyone with a positive message to 
inspire others, especially youth," 
Butler says. 

Every episode of Producer Profile 
begins with "What If," a funky 
theme song written by Butler. "I 
always wanted to be a musician," 
he says. He plays bass guitar, 
trumpet and keyboard and writes 
instrumental music. He started 
out writing theme songs for other 


BCAT shows before writing one 
for his own. (He also performs on 
the recordings of the theme 
songs.) 

Butler produces the show but 
doesn't appear on camera. He 
leaves that to Stella Winston and 
Jim Hill, two New York City 
teachers - and fellow BCAT pro- 
ducers. Winston produces a talk 
show. Straight Up-, Hill produces 
Myself and Others, an educational 
show for children. On Producer 
Profile, they ask informed ques- 
tions that engage the guests and 
illicit sharp responses. 

Thus far, he has recorded all his 
shows in the studio but plans to 
begin shooting outside the studio 
in the future. He claims to hold a 
record of shooting five 28-minute 
shows in the three hour segment 
allotted to BCAT producers for 
taping in the main studio of the 
BCAT Media Center. No small 
feat, considering most produce 
only one in that time span.

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‘Affordable’ 
units may go 
to Crown Hts

Forest City Ratner is considering the acquision of the 
former St. Mary’s Hospital in Crown Heights, leading 
some to speculate that the 3-acre site could be used for 
the affordable housing component of the proposed At- 
lantic Yards mega-project. 

In a non-binding memorandum of understanding (MOU), dated 
May 17, 2005, between Forest City and the Association of Commu- 
nity Organizations for Reform Now (ACORN), Forest City prom- 
ised, among other things, to construct 600-1,000 “affordable for-sale 
units” in return for ACORN’s support of the project. 

The agreement calls for the housing to be built over the course of 
10 years, on or off the Adantic Yards footprint. 

The off-site option for affordable home building has drawn 
criticism from community advocates who claim that by separat- 
ing the luxury housing from the non-luxury, Ratner will be forc- 
ing lower income residents into ghettos. 

“I would defiantly not be supportive of budding the affordable 
at St. Mary’s” said Prospect Heights Councilwoman Letitia 
James, “If anything, that’s where the commercial, retail, luxury 
should go — and while I am at it, the arena too.” 

Others in the Prospect Heights criticize the vagueness of the 
company’s plan to build low-cost homes. 

“Before we spend weeks and months scratching our heads to 
find where exactly this affordable housing should go we should 
define exactly what affordable is,” said David Sheets, a Prospect 
Heights resident. 

“I can’t comment much on negotiations, but we certainly have 
had some negotiations with them,” said Bernadette Kingam, a 
spokeswoman for St. Vincent’s Medical Centers, which owns the 
site at 1480 Prospect Place. 

While he wouldn’t comment on Forest City’s ideas for the 
site, Forest City spokesman Joe DePlasco pointed out that “the 
housing MOU calls for 600-1,000 affordable sites on or off 

The memorandum of understanding with ACORN also lists 
4,500 affordable rental units at Atlantic Yards, 50 percent of 
which would be studio and one-bedroom apartments, and anoth- 
er 50 percent being two- and three-bedroom apartments. 

“It would be an atrocity to take that hospital and redevelop it 
into housing without some kind of health component,” said Com- 
munity Board 8 Chairman Robert Matthews. “We need housing 
for this community, low-income housing and moderate income 
housing but where are the new people going to go if there is no 
hospital?” 

The closure of St. Mary’s, which was announced in June, left 
the district without a hospital. The site still houses several pub- 
licly subsidized clinics. 

St. Vincent’s is involved in talks about the property with other 
potential buyers, said Kingam, who would not give specifics on 
the negotiations. 


Ratner picks 
Philly firm as 
mega-project

They’ll be working on the railroad. 

Forest City Ratner this week designated Philadelphia-based de- 
sign and construction firm McKissack & McKissack as construction 
manager for phase one of its proposed Atlantic Yards mega-devel- 
opment: moving the Vanderbilt Avenue rail yards to a temporary lo- 
cation before building a new, state-of-the-art facility off site. 

Billed as the oldest minority-owned professional design and con- 
struction firm in the country, it won the $ 182-million project after 
submitting its bid in February. 

Work at the MTA rail yard, a three-block parcel jutting east from 
the junction of Flatbush and Atlantic avenues, is expected to move 
forward before other elements of the still-to-be approved Atlantic 
Yards project. No start date for construction has been set. 

McKissack & McKissack will advise Forest City on contracting 
needs but Forest City will do the hiring itself. 

Forest City has not yet selected a design or development firm for 
any other element of the project, including a basketball arena. 

The announcement came during an Oct. 25 gathering at the House 
of the Lord Church in Boerum Hill organized by the Community 
Benefits Agreement Coalition and attended by Rev. Herbert Daugh- 
try, who heads the coalition, Assemblyman Roger Green, and Forest 
City Ratner executives. 

Absent from the event was Brooklyn United for Innovative Local 
Development (BUILD), whose vice president, Marie Louis, first an- 
nounced McKissack & McKissack’s participation in the project at a 
May 2005 meeting on the steps of Borough Hall. 

After publicly denying being on the developer’s payroll, Louis 
has conceded receiving a salary of $100,000. BUILD’S non-profit 
tax filings report a $5-million donation from Forest City. 

In May, BUILD posted on its Web site employment opportunities 
with McKissack & McKissack as project managers, assistant proj- 
ect managers, superintendents and estimators. 

Under a non-binding so-called community benefits agreement 
signed by Forest City, five percent of pre-construction dollars are 
slated to go to minority-owned firms and three percent to women- 
owned firms.

The Adantic Yard project footprint includes areas within Commu- 
nity Boards 2, 6 and 8. Five members of the CB6 executive commit- 
tee testified at the hearing, along with four from CB8. 

The private meeting “was called on short order,” said Perris. "I

“At this late date to hear just one side of the conversation is a dis- 
service to the board and to the community,” said Ken Diamond- 
stone, a community board member who is not on the executive 
board but came to the meeting after hearing about it from a private 
source, later adding that the questions posed to Forest City by the 
executive committee were not “easy.” 

“[The meeting] will have no impact at all, and I informed Jim 
Stuckey of that fact as [it] was ending,” Perris said. 

Jon Quint, a member of the CB2 transportation committee and a 
former chair of the committee, said he didn’t see anything sinister 
about the private meeting.

Q: When is the proper 
age to begin leaving children 
home alone? We have two 
daughters, one who will be 
13 in several months and 
one who is 10. Several of my 
older daughter’s friends are 
baby-sitting already. A few 
of her friends still have baby 
sitters come to stay with 
them while their parents are 
out for the evening. Our 
girls are very responsible.

A: Decide child by child. 

There’s no automatic age 
when kids are competent, co- 
operative and comfortable 
enough to stay home without 
their parents. 

“Age is not the most impor- 
tant thing. It’s how responsi- 
ble they are,” says a retired 
teacher. “And are they com- 
fortable with it?” 

Paula Statman, author of 
“Raising Careful, Confident 
Kids in a Crazy World” (Pic- 
colo Press, 1999), agrees that 
responsibility and comfort 
level of the children are key. 

“If it’s just too scary for 
them, it doesn’t matter how 
much training they’ve had,” 
she says.

Involve the younger girl to 
judge whether she’s going to

girl can pull it out of her hat as 
needed,” says Statman, who 
reviewed the training with her 
own daughter and found she 
needed to clear up some mis- 
information.

If after practice you sense 
the kids are ready, start leav- 
ing them alone together in 
about three-hour slots to see 
how it goes.

Get feedback after each 
session, and stay involved 
even after child-care plans are 
set in motion. 

Safety tips: Have an emer- 
gency backup person in the 
neighborhood. Every home 
needs to have emergency in- 
formation posted clearly, an 
agreed-upon place to meet 
outside in case of fire, and 
phone rules such as use caller 
ID and let the answering ma- 
chine pick up all calls except 
those from parents. 

Opinions from 
readers: 

•An idea from a grand- 
mother who has done foster 
care and day care says: “You 
can only decide on the stabili- 
ty of your own children. Make 
each girl responsible for her 
own actions. Pay them each a 
small amount for baby-sitting. 
Start with short periods of 
time, and dock their pay if it 
does not work out. 

• One mother offers a dis-

A Bay Ridge council- 
matic debate Oct. 25 turn- 
ed into a love-fest for 
Mayor Bloomberg. 

At the Bay Ridge Communi- 
ty Council’s 43rd Councilmatic 
debate at the Shore Road Fami- 
ly Health Center, 9000 Shore 
Road, Democratic incumbent 
Vincnt Gentile took on Repub- 
lican challenger Pat Russo. 

Bay Ridge residents are 
known to cross party lines and 
Gentile, more than anyone, is 
familiar with that fact. 

In 2002, after Gentile lost 
his senate seat to Republican 
Marty Golden, he won the 
spot in council just vacated by 
Republican Golden by a slight 
31 votes. 

In 2003, Gentile held onto 
his seat with a 9 percent mar- 
gin of victory over Republican 
Pat Russo, who’s again run- 
ning for the seat. 

Even though registered De- 
mocrats outnumber Republicans 
at a three-to-one ratio in Bay 
Ridge, Democratic mayoral 
hopeful Freddy Ferrer has all 
but given up on the neighbor- 
hood — leaving Gentile with lit- 
tle hope for a coattail win. 

Still, while Gentile en- 
dorsed Ferrer for mayor re- 
peatedly over the course of the 
debate, Russo’s digs at Gen- 
tile’s record gave the incum- 
bent a chance to highlight city

or were in agreement on. 

“The mayor certainly didn’t 
think it was a security risk and 
neither did I,” said Gentile in 
response to a question asked 
by Russo about his vote in 
support of a bill to eliminate 
the immigration documenta- 
tion component of a city li- 
cense for street vendors. 

Talking up his leadership 
on the Bay Ridge downzoning 
that went into effect in earlier 
this year, Gentile mentioned 
the mayor’s support of grow- 
ing rezoning trends. 

Yet Gentile’s tacit recogni- 
tion of Bloomberg’s popularity 
in the district came as little 
more than reaction to Russo’s 
constant invocations of the 

Russo gave kudos to the 
mayor for the city’s fast recov- 
ery after the events of Sept. 1 1 . 
He also credited Bloomberg 
with keeping the city safe and 
“taming the tiger that was the 


social welfare program.” 

But, Russo said, he does 
not agree with everything the 
mayor says.

community members have 
turned political conversation 
back to quality of life issues. 

Throughout Tuesday’s 
event, Gentile invoked the 
downzoning, a sales tax repeal 
he won while in the Senate 
and a recently approved bill 
that eliminated metered park- 
ing on Sundays. 

To those successes, Russo 
spoke on his own experiences 
fighting against fraudulent land- 
lords and welfare cheats as 
counsel to the Office of the 
New York State Welfare Inspec- 
tor General, a position he held 
from 1997 until earlier this year, 


when he stepped down to focus 
on his campaign. 

By the end of the debate, 
applause was equally loud for 
each candidate’s mention of 
tax-cutting or community-im- 
proving measures. 

“A lot of the drama is 
staged,” said Brian Kaszuba, a 
Gentile supporter who has 
made ritual out of the Commu- 
nity Council debate.
